gulxied missile submarines in the USSR* is the possibility that China 
may begin the production of new submarine types or that guided missile 
installations may be installed on new Chinese submarines* In addition 
the mechanics of component supply and the techniques and numbers of 
vessels involved in submarine production are urgent information*

d. If any of the above were noted* describe the location on 
the vessel as well as the size and shape* 

f » From the appearance of the yard did it appear that submarine 
construction would continue or were there indications that point to 
a close of this program? Describe any evidence* 

3* On the basis of observation* were there any distinguishing 
differences in the submarines other than the stage of construction*
